The Bureau of Labor Statistics

government’s official yardstick of 
living costs—rose three-tenths of 
I per cent between August and 
September.

“This bill, introduced by Con­ 
gressman Gray and me,” stated 
Douglas, “provided $200 million in 
loans at low rates of interest to 
help start new industry in areas 
of high unemployment and low 
farm income.

Pledges to Reintroduce Bill 
“The bill went to the House in 
the closing days of the session. 
Unanimous consent was needed to 
bring it up. 
Congressman Gray 
pleaded With the Republicans in 
the House to waive objections so 
the House could vote on the bill. 
They refused. 
“Then to add insult to injury 
President Eisenhower said he was 
sorry the Democrats had defeated 
his plan for helping the depressed 
areas.”

Spanish Poet 
Wins Nobel Prize 


STOCKHOLM IPI —Spanish-born 
poet Juan Ramon Jimenez today 
was awarded the 1956 Nobel Prize 
for Literature for the “high spirit 
and artistical purity” of his poetry. 
Jimenez, 75, who now lives in 
Puerto Rico, published his first 
volume of poetry at 17 and went 
on to be acclaimed Spain’s great­ 
est poet. 
The Swedish Academy of Litera­ 
ture made the selection and im­ 
mediately cabled Jimenez that he 
won the tax-free Nobel Prize of 
$38,633. 
The academy said he earned the 
award by “his lyrical poetry, which 
in Spanish language constitutes an 
example of high spirit and artisti­ 
cal purity.” 
His poetry has also been trans­ 
lated into many other languages. 
Dr. Anders Oesterling, academy 
secretary, invited Jimenez to come 
to Stockholm to receive the award 
Dec. IO, anniversary of the death 
of Swedish dynamite producer Al­ 
fred Nobel, whose $45 million for­ 
tune was used to establish the No­ 
bel Foundation.

Just so long as it has two- 
way radio. 
I want to make an 
area inspection, and I want you 
to be able to reach me if R’s ne­ 
cessary.” 
He paused, then con­ 
tinued. “You take over operations 
here. Give as many people breaks 
as you ean.” 
Soon afterward Buyers climbed 
into an olive-drab jeep, with a 
young State Guard corporal at the 
wheel. 
The jeep was spattered 
with mud and dirt, and looked as 
if it had been used .hard for many 
hours. 
The rear seat was filled 
with radio equipment, and a long 
atrial quivered in the afternoon 
wind. 
Several 
hours later the jeep 
came to a halt near West Bleeck­ 
er St' Two heavy bulldozers and 
three large bucket cranes snorted 
and thundered, gouging from the 
ash-eovered earth a great, long 
scar. 
Hundreds of men labored 
among and around the machines. 
The sounds of racing engines, 
creaking cables, of picks and shov­ 
els were to be heard, but not the 
•minds of speech. 
At one end of the long trench 
which steadily deepened stood sev­ 
eral men of God. Three chaplains 
—« Catholic, a Protestant and a 
Jew. 
Through 
the night 
their 
words had comforted, soothed and, 
too frequently, had witnessed in 
last rites the flight of human Jife. 
Etch had administered, en masse, 
to one and all, for the need for 
spiritual consolation was so great 
that differences of creed were ne­ 
cessarily ignored. 
The chaplains now stood togeth­ 
er, a small and isolated group. 
None spoke a word. They waited. 
Beyond the trench waited a long 
Hoe of trucks, vehicles of a wide 
assortment, from small pickups to 
great 30-ton trailers. There was, 
however, one identifying, one com­ 
mon 
characteristic 
about these 
waiting vehicles. 
• • • 
Within each truck 
rested the 
dead of Harrington, with eyes open 
and eyes closed, 
with indecent 
mouth caverns exposed to the dust, 
with limbs grotesque and twisted, 
with faces in repose and frozen in 
agony, with tattered clothes, with 
unmarked bodies, and with torn 
flesh. 
Corpses all, waiting here 
for their final resting place in the 
ever-lengthening scar being torn in 
the earth. 
The machines fought the yielding 
•oil; the men labored; the trucks 
and their cargoes waited. 
The cranes stopped. The buckets 
were lashed into place. 
Hocking 
and rolling, the ungainly monsters 
ground their treads into the loosen­ 
ed soil and retreated from the 
trench. 
The bulldozers followed, 
backing a respectful distance from 
the long, deep hole. The operators 
stilled their grumbling Diesels, lit 
cigarets or drank scalding coffee 
and waited. 
Into the trench went the men. 
The shovels dug, lifted, and hurled 
their spadefuls of soil into the air, 


over the trench lip, and onto the 
climbing mounds. 
The trench wag six feet deep 
along its edges. 
From here the 
freshly uncovered soil descended 
gradually to the center, 7 1-2 feet 
from the edge. 
Six feet deep at 
the edge, 15 feet wide. 
Six hundred feet in length. 
Beyond the waiting scar, anoth­ 
er trench. 
And an equal distance 
beyond that trench, another scar 
in the earth, also six feet deep, 
15 feet wide, and GOO feet in length. 


The men were finished. Clutching 
their shovels and picks, they left 
the depths of the trench. 
There was a conference. 
The 
three chaplains were joined by sev­ 
eral doctors, and by other men 
and women marked with armbands 
and helmets. 
The group talked, 
looked as one at the trench, then 
to the waiting trucks. 
The three chaplains looked at 
each other' and nodded. The Prot­ 
estant minister turned to the burly 
Public Works representative. 
“All right, Lawrence. Now.” 
The first of the trucks rolled for­ 
ward, came to a stop at the far 
end of the trench. 
Several men 
climbed atop the vehicle, hauling 
free

shrouded the bodies. 
Place each body on the ground, 
head to the edge of the trench, 
feet to the center. Each body will 
lie in a position so that the feet 
are pointed toward the body lying 
on the other side of the trench, 
with head slightly higher than the 
feet. 
The first truck is empty. Take 
off, Mac, there are many trucks 
waiting. The second truck, and the 
third. The bodies begin to fill this 
fresh star in the earth, begin to 
fill the wound in the soil.

trucks roll up, and disappear. 
They are leaving to pick up more 
bodies.

Eisenhower and

action to take Poland’s case before 
the United Nations if “Soviet pres­ 
sure continues” against the new 
Polish regime. 
Stevenson said the U. N. move 
should he made only if Poland re­ 
quested it.

Provda Soys Eisenhower 
Has No Foundation for 
Complaint to Bulganin 


MOSCOW CT?) — The official 
Communist organ Pravda said to­ 
day President Eisenhower is “with­ 
out any foundation'5 in complain­ 
ing that Premier Nikolai Bulgan­ 
in's latest disarmament message 
amounted to intervention in U. S. 
internal affairs. 
“Such subjects cannot he an in­ 
ternal affair'of the United States,” 
Thivda said. “. . . Long ago the 
Soviet government proposed the 
prohibition of atomic weapons and 
the cessation of tests of such weap­ 
ons.” 
The Communist newspaper said 
the world can hardly consider pro­ 
hibition of atomic tests an Amer­ 
ican campaign issue because the 
subject has been before the United 
Nations for ll years. 
Pravda printed the full text of 
President Eisenhower's stern letter 
which rebuked the Soviet premier 
for prematurely making the pre­ 
mier's preceding message public 
and for criticizing Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles. 
“The American president has ob­ 
viously been the victim of unin­ 
formed experts,” commented Prav­ 
da. 
It said the latest Bulganin 
letter was handed Dulles Oct. 19 
and only published on Oct. 21, “tak­ 
ing into consideration Mr. Dulles’ 
wishes to allow the President to 
familiarize himself with the mes­ 
sage.” 
Pravda said that the letter which 


{the President sent Bulganin on 
I March 4 was handed to the Amer- 
! ican press the very next day. So 
was an Aug. 4 White House letter. 
“Between the 19th and 21st of 
| October the State Department could 
easily have secured a careful trans­ 
lation for the President as the doc­ 
ument contained only 220 lines,” 
; the Communist Party organ said. 
It took up in detail Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s reply that the Bulganin 
letter was “personally offensive to 
me” because of its references to 
; Dulles. 
“International justice must not 
forbid criticism of foreign states­ 
men, which, incidentally, the Amer­ 
ican politicians often indulge in. 
The remarks on Dulles are justi­ 
fied because they fully correspond 
to reality.

Ifs Official-^ 
Hitler Declared 
Legally Dead 


BERCHTESGADEN, G e r m a n y 
an?) — Adolph Hitler was declared 
legally dead today. 
Time of death: 
8:30 p. rn. on 
April 30,1045. 
Cause of death: Suicide. 
Piece: The Reichachancellory air 
raid shelter, Berlin. 
The death certificate was issued 
by the Lower Court in Berchtes- 
gaden, official residence of the late 
Nazi fuehrer whose Reich was aup- 
posed to last for 1,000 years. 
The announcement of the legal 
action made Hitler’a death official 
after ell these years. 
He died with a bullet in his heed 
in the gloomy “fuehrer bunker” 
as blazing Berlin collapsed around 
him under the weight of fierce and 
unrelenting Russian attacks. 
He died almost as quickly in the 
minds of his people. 
No “Hitler 
myth” ever took hold on the Ger­ 
man people. 
When he died, they 
were e beaten, dispirited people. 
But little credence ever was placed 
on tales that the fuehrer was in 
hiding and would aome day return 
to lead Germany again. 
Hitler’a legal death was slower. 
The actual legal proceedings did 
not begin until 1052. They were 
repeatedly prolonged as an army 
of “living ghosts” who hsd been 
with Hitler in the last day* of his 
life filtered back to West Germany 
from Soviet prison camp*. 
The testimony of these men and 
others waa taken and weighed un­ 
til the final verdict was rendered. 
The court found Hitler had shot 
himself in the temple, after his 
bride of one day, Eva Braun, had 
taken poison. 
It dismissed several other ver­ 
sions, including one that Hitler al­ 
so had taken poison just -before 
shooting himself, and another that 
he had shot himself in the mouth. 
The court said Hitler’s body was 
found by Propaganda Minister Jo­ 
sef Goebbels and Nazi leader Mar­ 
tin Bormann. 
Hitler was sitting 
in a chair. Eva Braun lay dead on 
a nearby sofa. 
Hitler’s personal weapons lay at 
their feet. 
Members of Hitler’s personal en­ 
tourage took the bodies up into 
the garden behind the chancellory, 
doused them with gasoline, and 
set them alight, the eourt said, in 
the gruesome final act of the down 
fall of the Nazi regime.

Dulles Prods 
Russia to Make 
Good on Pledge 


WASHINGTON (IP)—Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles today 
prodded Moscow to make good on 
a 13-year old promise to permit 
“political and economic security” 
in its riot-torn European satellites. 
Dulles used the first anniversary 
of the withdrawal of Allied and 
Soviet troops from Austria to speak 
out on the satellite problem. 
He did not mention the satellites 
by name, but referred pointedly 
to Austria’s “neighboring states.” 
In a statement, Dulles recalled 
that the United States, Britain and 
the Soviet Union in 1943 jointly 
promised to make occupied Aus­ 
tria once more “free and inde­ 
pendent.” 
* 
This action, according to the 
three-power pledge, was to open 
the way for the Austrians “as well 
as those neighboring states . . . to 
find that political and economic 
security which is the only basis 
for lasting peace.” 
“Today,” 
Dulles 
said, “there 
are ‘those neighboring states’ who 
await the fulfillment of the prom­ 
ise of political and economic se­ 
curity which was made in Moscow 
in 1943.” 
Dulles told Austrian Ambassador 
Karl Gruber, in a brief statement, 
that the political and economic 
achievements of Austria “ cannot 
but be an inspiration” to its Neigh­ 
bors. 
While Dulles did not mention the 
rapidly moving events in Commu­ 
nist Poland and Hungary, he clear­ 
ly had these developments in mind. 
He spoke at ceremonies in con­ 
nection with the signing of a tax 
convention with Austria.
